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REPORT  OF  TOWN  HALL  COMMITTEE 


At  the  annual  town  meeting  held  on  March  8,  1949, 
the  following  resolution  was  adopted  under  Article  28  of 
the  warrant  for  that  year. 

"Resolved,  that  under  Article  28,  a  committee  of  sev- 
en, including  the  three  selectmen  and  four  other  mem- 
bers appointed  by  the  town  survey  committee,  study  the 
advisability  of  installing  a  furnace  and  water  system  in 
the  town  hall  and  report  at  the  next  town  meeting." 

In  accordance  with  this  resolution  the  town  survey 
committee  appointed  the  following  named  persons  as 
members  of  the  town  hall  committee:  Barbara  R.  Luopa, 
Jennie  L.  Fisher,  James  A.  Shanks  and  Stephen  A.  Exel. 

No  action  was  taken  by  this  committee  during  the 
year  following  its  appointment  because  the  question  of 
building  a  consolidated  school  was  agitated  during  that 
year  and  a  proposition  was  prepared  to  submit  to  the 
school  meeting  of  1950,  and  it  was  not  thought  wise  to  sub- 
mit two  such  capital  expenditures  at  the  same  time. 

The  committee  has,  during  the  past  year,  considered 
the  advisability  of  undertaking  the  improvements,  con- 
templated under  Article  28,  and  feels  that  such  a  project 
should  include  a  central  heating  plant  for  the  building, 
new  toilet  rooms,  and  a  water  supply.  This  would  involve 
some  construction  alterations  in  the  present  rooms  on  the 
north  side  of  the  central  hall  on  the  ground  floor,  and  pos- 
sibly the  construction  of  additional  basement  space.  The 
old  lock-up  could  be  used  for  the  heater  room. 

Owing  to  present  economic  conditions  it  is  practically 
impossible  to  make  a  reliable  estimate  of  the  cost  of  such 
an  operation,  but  the  committee  feels,  after  making  some 
inquiries,  that  it  would  be  likely  to  amount  to  $10,000  or 
$12,000. 
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The  town  is  now  obligated  to  pay  for  the  new  school, 
which  has  cost  over  $4,000  more  than  originally  con- 
templated, so  that  during  the  coming  year,  this  amount 
must  be  raised  by  tax,  as  well  as  annual  payments  for 
bond  retirement  and  interest,  all  of  which  is  going  to  re- 
sult in  the  highest  tax  rate  which  the  town  has  ever  had. 

In  view  of  these  facts  and  also  of  the  government 
restrictions  on  building  operation,  the  committee  unani- 
mously recommends  that  the  project  for  the  town  hall  im- 
provements be  indefinitely  postponed.

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 
Included  in  the  audit  and  examination  were  the  ac- 
counts and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer, 
Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Road  Agent,  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds,  Plante  Memorial  Park  Commission,  Treasurer  of 
the  Elliot  Institute,  Library  Treasurer  and  Village  District. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
Comparative   Balance    Sheets — Dec.    31,    1949 — Dec.    31, 

1950:  (Exhibit  A) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1949 
and  December  31,  1950,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.  As  in- 
dicated therein  the  Surplus  decreased  by  $1,683.13  during 
1950.

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expendi- 
tures— Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits  C  &  D) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  ex- 
penditures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1950,  are  presented  in  Exhibits 
C  and  D.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit 
D),  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $2,554.52,  less  a 
net  revenue  surplus  of  $1,887.24,  resulted  in  a  net  budget 
deficit  of  $667.28. 
Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  F) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1950,  made  up  in  accordance 
with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in 
Exhibit  F.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  December 
31,  1950,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  E. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 
The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled 
checks  were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  pay- 
rolls as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were 
checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts 
and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by 
comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from 
statements  obtained  from  depository  banks.  Verification 
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of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  de- 
linquent taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 
Conclusion: 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  which 
we  examined  were  found  in  good  condition  and  the  ac- 
counting procedure  conformed  to  the  uniform  system  pre- 
scribed by  this  Division. 

The  provisions  of  Section  31  Chapter  211,  of  the  Laws 
of  1939,  require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of  its  essen- 
tial features  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  town 
report. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of 
Fitzwilliam  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the 
audit.

Cataloging  of  the  books  is  still  in  progress,  with  the 
expectation  that  the  work  will  be  completed  by  mid  sum- 
mer. Owing  to  the  short  life  of  children's  illustrated  story 
books,  no  attempt  will  be  made  to  catalog  them. 

Changing  over  the  charging  system  is  underway,  and 
will  be  of  great  assistance  in  keeping  track  of  all  volumes 
taken  out. 

A  total  of  228  volumes  has  been  added  to  the  Library, 
including  92  purchased  by  the  Esdaile  Fund.  By  a  ruling 
of  the  Supreior  Court  the  use  of  this  fund  has  been  en- 
larged to  include  encyclopedias,  histories,  books  of  travel, 
books  of  reference  and  books  for  education.

Meeting  called  to  order  at  7:40  p.  m.  by  the  Moder- 
ator, Fred  R.  Boyce.

the  Junior  High  School,  to  supervise  purchase  and  install- 
ing necessary  equipment  and  furnishings  in  connection 
with  the  construction,  remodeling,  and  renovation  of  said 
school,  and  that  this  committee  be  further  authorized  to 
execute  any  and  all  contract  agreements  necessary  to 
properly  execute  all  work  covered  by  this  article,  and  that 
Mr.  Warren  Spicer  and  Mr.  David  C.  Reid  be  added  to  the 
list  of  candidates  for  this  committee.  Proceeded  to  vote 
for  committee  to  work  with  school  board  on  Art.  8.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


The  school  year  1949-50  was  a  momentous  one  in  the 
history  of  Fitzwilliam,  for  it  saw  the  culmination  of  a 
trend  toward  consolidation  of  schools  which  started  in 
the  community  fifty  years  ago.  A  half  century  ago,  there 
were  seven  schools  in  Fitzwilliam  and  today  all  pupils  are 
housed  in  one  modern  school  plant. 

The  action  taken  at  the  March  meeting  in  1950,  au- 
thorizing the  construction  of  a  new  school  building  and 
the  sale  of  the  necessary  bonds  to  finance  construction, 
was  a  fortunate  one  indeed.  The  school  board  and  build- 
ing committee  were  thus  able  to  obtain  final  drawing  and 
construction  bids  before  the  rising  prices  and  shortages 
caused  by  the  Korean  situation,  became  acute.  With  the 
prices  and  conditions  prevailing  today,  the  construction 
of  a  new  school  would  probably  be  postponed  for  years. 

The  new  school  plant  is  now  completed  and  in  opera- 
tion and  has  been  inspected  by  hundreds  of  people.  What 
a  year  ago  was  argued  in  the  district  meeting  is  now  a 
reality:  a  nine  room  structure  built  with  a  relatively  small 
sum  of  money;  modern  in  every  detail  of  construction  and 
equipment,  a  school  in  which  children  and  adults  of  Fitz- 
william should  find  pride. 

Innumerable  problems  had  to  be  met  and  overcome 
by  the  school  board  and  building  committee.  The  amount 
of  time  and  energy  spent  to  insure  the  best  results  was 
tremendous.  The  people  of  Fitzwilliam  owe  much  to  these 
committee  people  and  to  public  minded  citizens  who  con- 
tributed to  this  fine  project. 

This  is  a  period  of  transition,  change  and  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  school  program  of  Fitzwilliam,  necessary  if  the 
best  results  are  to  be  obtained  from  the  new  building.  It 
is  a  time  when  constructive  criticism,  patience  and  for- 
bearance will  help  in  the  establishment  of  an  educational 
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program  which  will  be  the  pride  of  the  community  and 
the  joy  of  the  children.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $100  for  the  general  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  Plante  Memorial  Park,  the  same  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Park  Commission.
